Brotherhoods and Federations. 

Great significance is attached to the 
announcement today that the brother- 
hood heads will address the American 
Federation of Labor convention in Bai- 
iimore tomearrow, Never before in the 
history of ie organizationg have any 
of their mei bers met in joint session, 
but their me ting at Baltimore will be, 
the result, 6: ‘a carefully worked out 
agreement that the two forges shall 
join hands in working for the general 
betterment. of the» organized railway 
employees. . 

After receiving the brotherhood 
heads and Chairman Adamson, author 
of the eight-hour law, President Wilson. 
virtually finished his message to con- 
gress in which he will recommend com- 
pletion of the railway legislative pro- 
zram outlined by him at the last ses- 
sion. These recommendations include 
provisions for the enlargement of the 
interstate commerce commission and 
for compulsory investigation of pro- 
posed strikes. The latter is bitterly 
opposed by the brotherhood leaders. 

Railroad executives figured only in- 
conspicuously in today’s activities 
here, Their representatives appeared 
before the senate interstate commerce 
committee and learned that their 
spokesman would be heard first on the 
railroad problem’ generally. on next 
Thursday; brotherhood representatives 
may appear before the committee later, 
but so far have not indicated formally 
their intention to do so. 

Willson Urges Investigation. 

President Wilson told members of a 
committee of the Evansville, Ind., 
Chamber of Commerce, who called dur- 
ing the day to tell him that there 
would be a middle states’ conference 
on the railroad situation in their city 
early in December, that he hoped there 
would be similar discussion of the 
problem in other sections of the United: 
States and that he wished all business 
men would investigate the question 
in an open-minded way. 

After their fifteen-minute  confer- 
ence with the president the brother- 
hood heads would admit only that they 
had eongratulated Mr. Wilson on his 
re-election. Warren S. Stone, head of 
the engineers, declared that he could 
not tell now whether a strike would ba 
called if the eight-hour law was not 
put into effect January 1. “We can 
tell that better later,” he said. 

Representative Adamson went over 
the plans for railroad legislation fully 
with the president. Afterwards he said 
that he had no doubt that the eight- 
hour law would be upheld by the courts 
as constitutional, adding tat the meas- 


ure was very carefully framed by law- 
yers fully familiar with the situation, 
and with the constitution.

O. D. Bleakley Makes Trip m 
Biplane Piloted by Sergeant 
Ocker, U. S. A. 


Washington, November 20.—O. D. 
Bleakley, of Franklin, Pa., representa- 
tiye-elect, made an aeroplane flight 
from Philadelphia to Washington to- 
day in his own biplane, piloted by Ser- 
geant William C. Ocker, of the United 
States army. Mr. Bleakley declared he 
was “the first man to come to congress 
by aeroplane.” About two hours were 
consumed in actual flying, and one stop 
was made in the suburbs of Baltimore.

LABOR NOT PROPERTY 
FEDERATION DECLARE 


Injunctions Based on Dictum 
Will Be Treated as Usurpa- 
tion and Disregarded. 


Baltimore, November 20.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor tuday recom- 
mended unanimously that any injunc- 
tion dealing with the relationship of 
employer and employee and based on 
the dictum that labor is property, 


| should be disregarded, “let the conse- 


quences be what they may.” 

The action was taken when the fed- 
eration convention, in annual associa- 
tion here, adopted a report of the ex- 
ecutive council committee ¢ealing with 
a decision of the Massacnusetts su- 


preme court classifying labor as prop- 
erty. The, convention aisc adopted a 
resolution urging organized labor to 
make the injunction question “the para- 
mount issue in all of their future po- 
litical activities.” ° 

The committee report on the Massa- 
chusetts decision reads:

TEVTON DIPLOMATS. 
MUST LEAVE GREEGE 


Allies Also Order the Bulgar 
and Turkish Ministers 
to Depart. 


London, November 20.—An Athens 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company says the German, <Austro- 
Hungarian, Bulgarian and Turkish 
ministers to Greece have been informed 
by Vice Admiral Du Fournet, comman- 
der of the allied fleet, that they must 
depart from Greece by Wednesday. 

Reuter’s Athens correspondent, under 
date of. November 20, says that Vice 
Admiral du Fournet has notified the 
Austrian, German, Bulgarian and Turk- 
ish minfsters to Greece that they must 
go aboard a steamer which has been 
placed at their disposal; otherwise they 
will be taken forcibly. 

The American legation, the corre- 
spondent adds, has undertaken the pro- 
tection of the Austrians, Turks and 
Bulgars in Greece, while the Spanish 
legation will take charge of German 
interests.

AMERICAN TERMS 
READY FOR MEXICO 


Carranza’s Representatives 
on the Joint Commission 
Will. Today Be Given a 
Last Chance to Accept. 


Atlantic City, N. J..,November 20.— 
a Cabrera and his colleagues on the 
Mexican-American joint commission 
‘will be formally told tomorrow by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Lane, chairman 
ef the American commission, on just 
what terms an agreement providing for 
withdrawal of the American punitive 
expedition and the protection of life 
and property along the international 
border may be reached. 

Fortified by the assurance gf Presi- 
dent Wilson that he will back the 
American representatives ‘n their ef- 
‘forts to reach a settlement, Secrctary 
Lane returned here late today. He 
immediately went into conference with 
Dr. J. E. .Mott and Judge George Gray, 
the other American commissioners, in- 
forming them in detail of the confer- 


jence he had at Washington Saturday

The Mexicans appeared not to take a 
pessimistic view of the situation, Mr. 
Cabrera again assuring newspaper men 
that he was very hopeful of an amica- 
ble adjustment. There was no evidence, 
however, that he was prepared to re- 
cede from his position so long main- 
tained that agreement to the plan of 
the Americans was out of the ques- 
tion. 

Whether Ignacio Bonillas and Alberto 
J. Pani, the other members of the Mex- 
ican commission, were prepared to 
stand by Mr. Cabrera could not be de- 
termined, They have. been disposed of 
late to agree with the Americans. 
There was some reason tonight to be- 
lieve that Mr. Cabrera had won them 
over to an agreement to stand with 
him, 

The plan to be placed before the Mex- 
icans will contain nothing that is new 
to them: It has been gone over in ses- 
sions of the joint commission time and 
again and will not require a long ex- 
planation. , 

Question at Issue. 

The question at issue is not  £hé 
withdrawal of General Pershineg’s 
troops. They will be called back when 
the American government is convinced 
that it can be done without jeopardiz- 
ing the safety of the border. The’more 
debatable question is the method of 
controlling the border after they have 
been taken out. The Mexicans will not 
be permitted to place restrictions on 
the manner in which the American gov- 
ernment may protect its border nor on 
the manner in which it may punish ma- 
rauding bandits. | 

The Mexicans have objected serious- 
ly to acknowledging the right of the 
United States to send troops across 
the international boundry line in pur- 
suit of bandits, but have been more 
insistent that in case troops are sent 
they be moved subject to certain re- 
strictions. When the Mexican commis- 
sioners leave here it will be with the 
realization that American forces will 
be used to run dOwn any raiding band 
that crosses the border into the United 
States regardless of where they may 
have to go or of how long they may 
have to stay in Mexico, 

It was regarded here tonight as not 
improbable that a delay might be 
caused by the desire of the Mexicans 
to communicate further with General 
Carranza. Mr. Cabrera said he and 
his colleagues would report new de- 
velopments. If time is taken for the 
Mexicans to report the new situation to 
their chief and for him to reply, it is 
possible nothing may be done until 
Saturday.

GERMAN ADMISSION 
“STIRS WASHINGTON 


Deep Impression Made by 
Berlin Announcement That 
a Submarine Sunk P. & O.

Washington, November 20.—An-

DR. SNEDECOR IS DEAD. 


Prominent Presbyterian Was 
on Visit to Daughter. 


Dr. James George Snedecor, of Tus- 
caloosa, Ala., former secretary of the 
executive committee % home missions 
of the Presbyterian n the 


United States, and head of Stillman in- 
stitute at Tuscaloosa, died at an early 


hour Monday morning at the residence 
of his daughter, Mrs. J. A. Campbell, 
36 South Church street, in Decatur. 

Dr. Snedecor was born in Missis- 
sippi June 21, 1855. He received his 
A. B. degree from the University of 
Mississippi in 1873, took post-graduate 
work at Cornell univeisity during’ 
1874-76, and at Washington university, 
St. Louig in 1877, and received his de- 
gree of LL. D. from the University of 
Alabama -in 1906. 

On January 22, he was married to 
Miss Emily Estes, of Memphis, Tenn. 
He practiced law in M&amphis during 
1871-81. In 1889 he was ordained a 
Presbyterian minister and was pastor 
at Duneden, Fla., during 1889-1390, at 
Vine Hill, Ala., during 1890-91, and at 
Birmingham during 1891-1903. 

Between the years 1903 affid 1914 he 
acted as secretary of the Presbyterian 
church executive committce of home 
missions. Then up to a short time be- 
fore his death he was head of Stillman 
institute. . 

Dr. Snedecor is survived by his wife, 
three daughters, Mrs. J. A. Campbell,

Statement by Woodward.

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INEXCUSABLE NEGLIGENCE. 


Of the 152 counties in Georgia, only one 
—Fulton—has paid the state its share of 
the money accruing from liquor shipments 
from the outside, as provided for in the 
Eakes law, effective last August 21. 

Only five counties have made any report 
at all, to say nothing of remitting the cash 
due the state. 

Under this act every person recelving a 
liquor shipment by express is compelled to 
pay a fee of ten cents. The county ordi- 
nary is authorized to withhold for himself 
seven cents of each such fee = until the 
amount he may keep shall reach $600, after 
which he is entitled to ten per cent of the 
seven cents left after the express clerk has 
been paid his statutory three cents. The 
remainder accrues io the state, and each 
county, through its ordinary, is required to 
report to the state treasurer each month the 
number of shipments received during the 
last month and submit a statement as to 
the fees collected, the disposal made of 
them, and to remit to the state treasurer 
the state’s portion of such fees. 

It is very probable, of course, that in 
the majority of counties the liquor ship- 
ments have been so few as to leave nothing 
as the state’s share of the fees therefrom; 
but that by no means relieves the ordinary 
of such counties from his obligation to re- 
port. In many of the counties, though, the 
receipts since August 21 must have been 
correspondingly heavy with those of Fulton 
county; yet the state has not received a dol- 
lar from them! 

This is*an instance of crass and inexcus- 
able negligence. 

As another example of laxity in county 
administration several of the counties have 
not yet properly filed their official returns 
of the election held two weeks ago. 

The law is so plain that anybody who 
can read printing can understand its pro- 
visions. It is supposed to be fool-proof; but 
evidently it is not, because under it some 
of the county officials have made an awful 
mess of a very simple duty. 

Some of the county ballots have been 
sent to the secretary of state—properly so— 
while other counties have made their re- 
turns to the governor, others to the treas- 
urer, and one or two to the president of the 
senate! Probably the mix-up can all be 
straightened out in time for the proper anda 
legal issuance of the certificates of elec- 
tion; but it might easily happen that they 
could not be. Then the resultant chaos and 
confusion might cause serious embarrass- 

‘ ment. | | 

And the worst of it is that before the 
election every. ordinary in Georgia was 
specifically informed by ‘direct ‘instruction 
just how to make the election returns of 
his county. 

This whole business reflects most seri- 
ously upon the state. It is wrong, and 
more so because it is inexcusable. 

Has Georgia got to go into the business 
of educating officials in the rudiments of 
the performance of their sworn duties? 
Has it got to establish a kindergarten in 
which to teach its county officials how to 
read the plainest sort of English lettering, 
and how to understand what is printed? ’ 

If so, let us do it; because ignorance in 
office is dangerous and costly to the tax- 
payer, not only that, slipshod methods in 
one thing indicate looseness of administra- 
tion in others. .

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GETTING THE RIGHT START. 


Lumpkin county has just elected Editor 
W. B. Townsend, of The Dahlonega Nugget, 
ordinary of the county for the ensuing term,,. 
beginning January 1. There is a great deal 
more back of this simple announcement 
than appears on the face of it. In Lumpkin 
the ordinary is in control of county finances 
and public works. Editor Townsend is not 
only a believer in good roads, but is a con- 
vert to the public bond issue, whenever nec- 
essary, for good roads construction. Where- 
fore the election of Editor Townsend to the 
office of ordinary probably means more to 


Lumpkin in the direction of positive ad- 


vancement than any step ‘the county has 


taken in recent years. 

Beginning with the new year, Lumpkin 
is planning to get the right start. There is 
going to be some good roads building along 
carefully planned lines that will bring 
abundantly substantial returns upon the in- 
vestment. Mr. Townsend has already laid 
down his good roads platform in an article 
in The Nugget, excerpts from which are 
presented in The Constitution today. He 
points out what, in hig opinion, will be the 
best road for Lumpkin to build for all the 
year round service, and unhesitatingly says 
the county should go in debt, through the 
necessary bond issue, to do it. Undoubtedly 
Editor Townsend has laid down the policy 
of Ordinary Townsend, who will be in office 
for four years, commencing with January 1. 

The people of Lumpkin county should 
congratulate themselves upon having put a 
man of business discretion and foresight 
into this important office. They may talk 
all they please about building a railroad 
through Lumpkin, but ‘at best they could 
hope only for a short line connecting with 
a trunk, which must soon become a depend- 
ent branch line of the main system. Such 
is the history of practically all short lines. 
Automobile traffic has made such inroads 
upon them, where they still remain inde- 
pendent, that they are compelled to aban- 
don some of their schedules and to cut op- 
erating expenses to rock-bottom basis. 

Thus, while a railroad, even a short line, 
would prove a splendid thing for Lumpkin 
or any other county now without railroad 
facilities, it would not and could not take 
the place of road traffic. The farmer, even 
in trunk line railroad communities, is be- 
coming more and more dependent upon 
good roads. 

It is significant, too, at the same time, 
that the old time prejudice against the 
bond issue for public improvements is fast 
disappearing. Just as Editor Townsend 
points out, the good road, travelable every 
day in the year, is going to mean a great 
deal more to the future than it is to the 
present. It means more population, more 
production and better prices. V/hile it helps 
today, the next generation will get vastly 
more out of it than the present, and infi- 
nitely more than any little debt which may 
be handed down to it. 7 

If Editor Townsend, as ordinary, carries 


out the program laid down'by him in The 


Nugget, it will prove the turning point in 
Lumpkin’s prosperity career. His people 
should get squarely back of hifM and encour- 
age and assist him in the work. 

When they do that, Lumpkin will become 
the pattern and model for the mountain 
counties of Georgia, which need just this 
stimulus to bring them into quicker and 
closer market touch. Once they know and 
enjoy these opportunities, and see and feel 
the marked development in their own re- 
sources, it will be almost impossible to build 
good roads rapidly enough to satisfy them. 


WORK OF THE FARM BOYS. 


Of the coming of “the farmer-youth” of 
North Carolina to the front—of the influ- 
ence on the future of agriculture in that 
state due to classes of competition in farm 
products, The Charlotte News says that the 
agricultural tone of one banner county— 
that of Mecklenburg—is being trained by 
the boys and girls. 

And other counties in the state are com- 
ing to recognize the same influence in 
every department of farm industry—the 
strength and earnestness of Youth. 

It is the same in North Carolina ag in 
Georgia, and other southern states, where 
classes of farm competition are encouraged, 
as not only the best means yet devised for 
keeping the boys on the farms, but with a 
view to their development as the scientific 
farmers of the future. 

Of the outlook for the farm-youth of the 
state, as affecting the future of agriculture 
in North Carolina, The Charlotte News 
gives this forecast: 


What was seen at the late fair in 
magnificent products of farms hereabouts 
only indicates what we Shall later be- 
hold in more enlarged and ccm»rehen- 
sive specimens. From the showing o0f 
the petals we can. tell what the flower 
shall be when it emerges from the close] 
calyxes and is revealed in all of the 
splendor of full growth and likewise we 
can tell to what singular height of more 
scopeful success we shall attain when 
all the agencies that arenow contributing 
to the new art of agriculture shall have 
been worked out. 


In line with what farm boys are doing 
wherever they meet with proper encourage- 
ment is what The Houston Post tells of 
road-building in Texas by the boys of the 
rural schools: 


The rural schools of Nacogdoches 
county are going to engage in a road- 
building contest. Each school will build 
nelf a mile of the best road that can be 
constructed with the materials at hand. 
A thousand dollars will be provided in 
prize money, and will be divided between 
ten or more successful schools. The 
county commissioners furnish half this 
sum and the remainder is raised by zen- 
eral subscription among the merchants 
and business men. A, 

More than forty schools will enter the 
contesst, insuring for the county some 
twenty miles of well-constructed rvuad- 
way in the neighborhood of the -wide- 
awake schools ch take part. 


Our Houston contemporary adds that the 
contest will not only give a county more 
than the value for the money invested, but 
will impress on the boys the necessity for 
better roads, and “when:they become voters 
it will not be necessary to convert them to 
the gospel of good roads.” 

Thus, in every branch of industrial ac- 
tivity the boys are working for the welfare 
of county and of state—to become the rea] 
state-builders of the future.

Congress to Restrict Use of Mails 
For Liquor Orders, Predicts Harris

Washington, November  20.—(Special.)— 
The significance of President Wilson’s re- 
election was discussed in an interesting way 
today by William J. Harris, of the federal 
trade commission, upon his return from 
Georgia. 

Among the more important political issues 
advanced by his victory he mentioned these: 

The cause of prohibition, locally and na- 
tionally. 

The preservation of the federal reserve 
act which has relieved commercial banking 
from: an intollerable situation, and made 
well nigh: impossible in future a serious 
panic in the United States. 

The successful operation of the. federal 
land bank system to give the farmers of 
the country the benefit of cheap money for 
the improvement of their farm homes, plac- 
ing at their disposal facilities which have 
heretofore been enjoyed only by the larger 
business men. : 

The assured continuance of the federal 
trade commission in the work of aiding bus- 
iness and helping it to follow the pathway 
of legal restraint and helpful competition. | 

The ship purchase act to restore the 
American flag on the high seas and pro- 
vide means for farmers and manufacturers 
to reach foreign markets with their prod- 
ucts without being subjected to excessive 
charges for freight. 

Assures Nitrate Plant. 


“President Wilson’s success will’ undoubt- 
edly insure the $20,000,000 nitrate plant com- 
ing to the southeast,” said Mr. Harris. “Army 
engineers are now engaged in an investiga- 
tion of the available water-power sites, and 
I hope one of those in our immediate section 
will, be chosen, as 90 per cent of the com- 
mercial fertilizers used in the whole country 
are consumed in the south. The plant which 
is to make nitrates for fertilizers in time 
of peace.should be located conveniently -to 
this great market. When. established it 

‘Under a republican administration this 
plant would probably have gone to the far 
west. Moreover, Mr. Hughes’ statement in 
Milwaukee indicates that all the other réc- 
ord of democratic achievements would have 


been ‘wiped off the statute books.’ This 
would have included, 1 presume, the cotton 
futures act and the warehouse act, which 
has enabled our farmers to enjoy the highest 
prices for their staple paid since the civil 
war.” 

Mr. Harris expressed the conviction that 
congress at an early date would prohibit 
the use of the mails for the conduct of liquor 
business in dry states. 

Unfair te Prohibition States. 

‘It is unfair to handicap Georgia and 
other prohibition states in the enforcement 
of their laws against the manufacture anda 
sale of liquor by permitting liquor dealers 


outside the state to engage in unrestricted 


solicitation by using the United States 
mails,” said Mr. Harris, ‘The national gov- 
ernment ought not to assist these liquor in- 
terests in violating the laws passed by the 
states for the conservation of health and 
morals. 

“Tl firmly believe that congress should 
close the mails to these letters of solicita- 
tions, and to all other advertising matter 
of the liquor people addressed to citizens in 
states which forbid such advertising. 

“T advocate the abolition of the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
District of Columbia. The national capital 
should no longer be disgraced by this ignoole 
traffic. More than half the people of the 
nation have adopted prohibition for their 
home communities and 25 out of 48 states of 
the union have subscribed to this govern- 
mental policy. Of - national domain, 8o 

ent is ‘dry’ territory. 
Pr the recent election four states adopted 
state-wide prohibition: Michigan by 60,000 
majority, Nebraska by 35,000, Montana by 
20,000, South Dakota by 25,000. Idaho, aft- 
er less than a year’s experience with statu- 
tery prohibition, has become so well pleased 
with the experiment that she has written 
a prohibition amendment into her constitu- 
tion. Florida and Utah have elected legis- 
jatures and governors committed to the cause 

rohibition.

Where Good Roads Will 
Mean Greatest Benefits 


Editor W. B. Townsend, of The Dahlonega 
Nugget, comes out squarely in his. current 
issue, not only for the building of good 
rouds where they will do the people of 
Lumpkin county most good, but for tho nec- 
essary bond issue to meet the expense of 
constructing them.

at a load. Then they would be encouraged 
to go to farming right and make money 
and not have to spend time and cash in 
hunting new homes. They could have extra 
money to pay down for guano and haul much 
larger loads upon their return home at the 
proper season and enrich much of their lands 
that are growing up in old field pines to- 
day, thus increasing its value and fit it for 
the home of some purchaser who would want 
to locate in our midst where the healthy 
climate is unsurpassed in the United States. 
With a larger population we would get more 
of the state’s common school funé#is and have 
bigger and better schools throughout the 
entire county, saying nothing else of the ben- 
efits derived from an increased . population. 

“With good roads we could have auto 
trucks running back and forth to the rail- 
road two or three times a day, carrying off 
produce and other freight, bringing back 
gxoods, which would reduce the-price of al 
the necessaries of life and thus benefit every 
man, woman and child in Lumpkin county 
from the poorest to the richest, and cause 
even the paupers now on the list to get more 
for the little sum of money given them, 
and have better food and clothes. 

“Now it is in the power of those left here 
to turn the tide and have ) pen greed com- 
ing our way if all of us will pull together 
and try, and when the people of a county 
do this there is no such word as fail. We 
have always been opposed to going in debt 
except when it is really necessary. The 
time has come for Lumpkin county to make 
a debt else lose all hold to prosperity. We 
have been opposed to voting for any county 
bonds to build a road from either Dahlonega 
to the Hall county line by Auraria,.or from 
Dahlonega to the county line the other way 
this side of Brookton, because it would only 
benefit the people of Dahlonega and a part 
of those of the county. Neither did we favor 
the proposed road down towards Atlanta be- 
cause when reaching the line of Dawson 
county it would have landed at the ‘Jumping 
off place’ jnstead of intersecting with any 
kind of good road.

HUMAN BEING LIVES 
AFTER BODILY DEATH, 
CLAIMS THEOSOPHIST 


The question as to whether or not there is 
reliable evidence that the human being lives 
after bodily death was answered in the af- 
firmative last night by L. W. Rogers, na- 
tional lecturer for the Theosophical society, 
who began a course of free public lectures 
at the Ansley hotel, speaking on: “Do We 
Survive Death?’

He cited a number of instances in 
which communications purporting: to come 
from celebrated people who have passed be- 
yond, were received under circumstances 
which seemed to admit of no other explana- 
tion than that the dead are living still. 

Cross-correspondence and other scientifie 
methods of getting at the difficult matter 
of personal identity were explained in detail. 
Sir Oliver Lodge was’ quoted as the world’s 
greatest authority on such subjects.

Charleston, W. Va., November 20.—In 
a message at the opening session today 
of the special meeting of the West 
Virginia legislature, Governor Hatfield 


arraigned political corruption, which it 
is charged was prevalent in the elec- 
tion of November 7, and recommended 
amendments to the election laws which 
he hopes will remedy the situation. 

“By methods as reprehensible as they 
are corrupt, by bribery, open intimi- 
dation and open repeating of unlawful 
voters in certain counties of the state,” 
the governor said in his message, “a 
desperate and unscrupulous effort to 
get possession of the executive ma- 
chinery of the state has apparently 
succeeded. Investigation will be made 
that citizens Of West Virginia may 
know just how bad these conditions 
really are. It has come to my knowl- 
edge that it is the purpose of those 
who have made efforts to seize at all 
costs for their own uses the executive 
power of the state, to ruthlessly and 
in violation of all law continue their 
purpose by contesting the seats of the 
duly elected republican officials and 
wrongfully depriving them of their of- 
fice by removing appointive officials 
with fixed terms of office, regardless of 
their fitness or former service to the 
state, and by other similar acts sub- 
versive to gdé6od government and con- 
trary to the welfare of the state. 

“I believe my plain duty, after read- 
ing of such revolutionary threats from 
one who aspires to be governor, to risk 
no chance of what the future Has in 
store for those who have responsible 
elective and appointive positions.”

INEFFICIENCY CHARGED 
IN CUSTOMS SERVICE

New York, November 20.—The charge 
that the custom service is “inefficient” 
was made here today by Frank M. Hal- 
stead, chief of the custom division of 
the treasury department, in the speech 
marking the opening of the annual con- 
ference of custom officers, 

“The percentage of efficiency in 
some parts of the service,’ said Mr. 
Halstead, “ranges from zero to 80 per 
cent.” 

The speaker declared the important 
question before the conference, which 
will continue all week, will be that “of 
taking the custom service out of poli- 
tics and putting it under the merit sys- 
tem.” He advocated the elimination of 
the existing system of presidential ap- 
pointment of the port officers of the 
service and recommended selection by 
civil service examinations.

UN LABOR LEADERS 


Discovery of Two Instru- 
ments and of Fact Tele- 
Phone Connection Had 
Been Tapped, Reported on 
Monday. 


The discovery of two distographs in 
the offices of two labor leaders, one 
of whom is editor of The Journal of 
Labor, a publication which is the offi- 
cial organ of the Federation of Trades, 
and which has played an important 
part in the strike situation, was re- 
ported yesterday. 

Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal, 
and R. E. Gann, president of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades, reported 
to the police that after evidence to the 
effect that their telephones had been 
tapped, and conferences overheard, an 
investigation had-.been made of their 
offices in the Grant building, resulting 
in the discovery of the instruments. 

The wires led from the receiving 
pieces in the labor leaders’ offices, it 
was said, to the office of J. H. Porter, 
a lawyer in the Grant building. The 
discovery has been laid in the hands 
of the attorneys for the Atlanta Feder- 
ation of Trades, and a vigorous effort 
is being made to prosecute. 

Not Member of Firm. 


While J. H. Porter could not be 
reached when reporters sought to ques- 
tion him last night in regard to the 
alleged discovery in his office of the 
earpiece end of a dictograph line lead- 


ing into the offices of two of the At- 
lanta labor heads, announcement was 
made by members of the firm of Ros- 
ser, Slaton, Brandon & Phillips, in 
whose suite Mr. Phillips occupies 
offices, that the latter was in nowise 
associated with the firm as charged by 
R. E. Gann. It was also stated that the 
firm does not act as legal representa- 
tives of the power company. 

Labor leaders say they will prose- 
cute the man or men responsible for 
the dictographing. 

It was atso stated by the labor lead- 
ers that they will submit evidence to 
the effect that their telephones had 
been tapped in what they allege to be 
a conspiracy to hear important confer- 
ences of organized labor officers on the 
street car men’s getrike situation. 

It was stated by R. E. Gann and 
Jerome Jones, in whose offices the 
dictophones were discovered, that the 
lines extended to the office of Mr. 
Porter, which is on the seventh floor 
of the Grant building, one floor above 
the Gann and Jones offices. 

The most important conferences over 
the strike agitation, the labor men 
aver, have been held in these offices, 
and one of the most important of these 
was held last Friday night, some time 
before the discovery of the dictophoné 
lines. The discovery of the tell-tale 
instruments, say the labor officials, is 
in line with a system of spying that 
has been in effect since the beginning 
of the strike. 


Gann Shadowed. 


Mr. Gann, who is president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, states 
that he has been shadowed wherever 
he went for the past month, and long- 
er, and that his every movement has 
been spied upon. Mr. Jones is editor of 
The Journal of Labor, the official or- 
gan of the Atlanta labor organizations, 
and a publication which has been play- 
ing a conspicuous part in the carmen’s 
strike.

“The little personal matter of attempting 
to override vetoes is not of such importance 
as to be treated in this manner, It.is im- 
material to me whether my vetoes are over- 
ridden or sustained.

ROADS ARE SELECTED 
FOR JACKSON HIGHWAY 


Louisville, Ky., November 20.—Roads 


leading from Nashville through Flor- 
ence, Ala., Columbus, Meridian and Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss., were officially desig- 
nated late today as a part of the Jack- 
son highway at a meeting here of the 
board of directors of the Jackson High- 
way association. 

The selection was made only after a 
prolonged debate and in the face of de- 
termined opposition from advocates of 
a route leading southward from Nash- 
ville, either through Decatur, or Hunts- 
ville, Ala., to Birmingham, and thence 
to New Orleans. 

Following the adoption of the route 
through northwest Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, a proposal was made by Presi- 
dent Peter Lee Atherton, of the Jack- 
son Highway association, to add to the 
Jackson highway, as a branch, roads 
leading to Montgomery by way of 
Huntsville and Birmingham. 

This proposal raised a second storm 
of debate, which was only ended when 
a motion to declare a recess for a pe- 
riod not to exceed ninety days was 
adopted. Under this motion fhe board 
of directors of the highway association 
will meet at Birmingham, at the call of 
the president, to consider the proposal 
for the addition of the Nashville, Mont- 
gomery branch to the highway. 

The Jackson highway from Chicago 
through Louisville to Nashville, and an 
eastern branch from Buffalo and Niaga- 
ra Falls to Louisville, was designated 
prior to today’s meeting.

The two Georgia senators were the 
principal speakers of the evening, Sen- 
‘ator Hoke Smith going into detail in 
regard to the bill, in an effort to make 
its nature clear, some misunderstand- 
ing having been expressed.

He said that he believed 
that the man receiving even as much 
as $2,000 per year should receive his 


two-thirds pay. 


Without Compensation. 

“The great majority of the govern- 
ment employees have been without 
compensation entirely, or have very lit- 
tle, in case of injury. They have had 
no courts in which to seek redress, 
and the members of congress had this 
in mind. 

“The bill passed the house almost 
unanimously, and reached the senate 
just before adjournment. It was be- 
lieved by the postoffice committee that 

any substantial amendments were 
undertaken the bill would probably 
not be passed at all. No suggestion 


‘of changes came to us from any of 


your representatives. Under this bill 
you will receive 66 2-3 per cent of your 
salary for the duration of your injury, 
even though you be incapacitated for 
life.” ‘ 

Senator Smith said he was willing 


to support a bill giving the railroad | 


mail clerks the same compensation they 
formerly enjoyed—whole salary the first 
year and half the next in case of in- 
jury—if they wanted such a measure. 
He said that congress and the commit- 
tee, however, thought they were giv- 
ing the clerks more in the new than 
in the old bill. 

Senator Hardwick reminded those 
gathered of his presence lust year and 
of his promise to them then, saying 
that he had kept his faith. He spoke 
of his service on the postoffice com- 
mittee, and paid a glowing tribute to 
the service of Senator Bankhead, of

FEDERAL PROBE BEGINS 
OF RAILROAD PROBLEMS 


Wide Scope of the Investiga- 
tion Is Explained by Chair- 
man Newlands. 


Washington, Novémber 20.—What is 
the matter with the railroads and what 
kind of legislation congress might en- 
act to better conditions will be pic- 
tured to the joint congressional com- 
mittée investigating transportation 
problems beginning Thursday by the 
executives of some of the greatest sys- 
tems in the country. 

The investigating committee held its 
first session today, heard an opening 
statement by its chairman, Senator 
Newlands, and received notice of ap- 
pearance from nearly one hundred pub- 
lic utility companies, state railway 


commissions, commercial and industrial 
organizations and shippers and individ- 


uals. .Few who noted appearances 
seemed ready to open the hearings with 
testimony and in executive session to- 
night the committee decided to hear the 
railroads first in the belief that their 
executives are better prepared to state 
their case without further delay. The 
railway executives advisory committee, 
composed of more than a jozen heads 
of important systems, was advised, and 
it is expected that most of its mem- 
bers will testify before the railroad 
side is completely ‘told. 

The committee decided to hold hear- 
ings each| week day from 10 a. m. to 
1:30 p. m.' only, to give the official re- 
porters time to Keep the record up to 
date for the committee and for witness- 
es. No decision was reached as to what 
witness will be called when the rail- 
roads conclude. Representatives of the 
American: Telephone and Telegraph 
company, the Western Union Telegraph 
company and several of the big express 
companies were present and will be 
heard before the committee reports. 

The railroad phase of the investiga- 
tion is expected to take most of the 
‘committee’s time, but under the resolu- 
tion which created tt its investigations 
ov to extend to all such public utili- 
ties. 

In opening the investigation Sen- 
ator Francis : Newlands, the 
chairman, explained that the inquiry 
would cover a wide field. He said:
